.loliii Dnrkin, Henry lloichuiiborgor atid 
Carlo (lillehorto. Father Kinnur, iiustor 
i.f tile churoli, was amon^ tlio wounded. 
The jiriests connected witli the IMount 
Carniel jiarrish wore amoni^ tlio first toar- 
•ive at the scene, and at once gave coiiso- 
iilioii to the wounded am) dying. It is 
thought Katlicr Iviiiner caiimd recover. 
When [])v- rcsriiers bad been at woik for 
iboiit an hour two of the victims were iiu- 
eiirtlied and were found to bo dying. Tlio 
priests from the narisli clambered oyer the 
ruins and, amid dust and falliiig debris, 
iibiiinislered the Holy Kiicliariat. One 
account says there were twi^ntj'-siiveii ]iei-- 
soius in the building at the time it fell in.

Details of the Progress Made— A District Blch 
in lllneralB— Tlie Sac^as of tbe Oftni]> 
ABBured. 

Mr. C. (!. Balloiityiio, wlio arrivotl on 
.SaUirdivy evening, was fiirtliur interviewed 
lij- a rc[ircsciitative of TUE CoWNIST in 
ri>g;ii(l to his visit among the inineriil 
ledges of Ulick crook and Similkainoen 
districts. Mr. liallcMityiie went to Camp 
.Mclviiiiicy by way of Hope, the Siniilka- 
muuii tu Usouytis lake. The distaucc 
from this latter poiut to the camp is about 
twenty-eight miles. 

There arc iibout sovoiity men in c.uiip, 
all of whuiii arc fully employed, sonic in 
sinking on the various shafts, and id hers 
in preparing winter i|U.irtcra. Mr. lial- 
teiityiiu states that the minors arc a veiy 
lino body of men, sober and industrious. 
They showed huu every hospitality, and 
aided hin in every way hi securing the 
informat'on ilesircd. He made a thorough 
iiispcclioii id I he count ly within a radius 
of three miles cd' till' caiiiji, and found 
ehiiiii.^ Ineaieil ill every direction. There 
.ipiH'ar.s lo he a perfect network of leads, 
ail of which iirospcct well. The claims lo 
which particular attention was given were 
those oil the McKiniiey load, and known 
as the "Amelia," "Cariboo," "Eiuuia and 
Alien Ooiisolidatod," "Maple Leaf," 
'•I'lureka." and tlie "Bodio." 

t)ii the Amelia the shaft has been sunk 
lo a depth of lifty foot, disclosing a clcar- 
ly-di'lincd lodge tlio entire distance and 
an almost solid body of fine Bulphu rots 
at that df[itli. This claim is now being 
drifted, being aliiiut eight feet on the 
drift, still ill the same character of ori^. 

(Ill the L'arilioo claim adjoining, the 
sli.ift is also at a depth of lifty-two feet, 
Ihe lire shown being eijually as good. On 
this claim they havo on the surface a large 
i 11 >dy of ore carrying free gold.

Adjoining tliis claim are the Alice and 
Emma Consolidated.

,1 tiiii! body of ore at a deiilli of ten feet, 
the ledgi^ being live feet si.\ inches in 
width. 'I his is regarded as oiiu of the 
most desirable locations in tiie camp, the 
miners generally being high in t heir praise 
as to it.s merits, and havo no doubt that 
when llioroiigldy prospeolied it will de- 
velop as faviuably as the Cariboo and 
.Amelia. 

The Maple Leaf is also diivelopiHl to the 
exieni of a liftoou-foot shaft, the vein be- 
ing six and seven feet in width. The 
lucky lioidev of this claim ia a young man, 
.laiiu's Lyoeli, and i.s regarded .as one of 
Ihe most fidlinialc men in tfie camp. 

The Kiireka adjoins the Maple Leaf, and 
is better known as "Douglas' claim ' 
'L'liei e are two shafts on this claim at i 
dojitli of forty and forty-live foot rospcct- 
ivoly. The owner of this is hapjiy in the 
poHsession of unlimitud cajiital tor the 
liuriiosim of developnienl and has a stall' 
of iilioiit lifleen nudi working liirce sliifls 
pel' day. ■ li is his intention to sink tliri-e 
shafts of one Iiiindred fci't each, and drift 
hetwei'ii the shafts at lifty and one liiin 
drcd foot levels. Mr. Douglas has 
splendid plant, and good buildings, and 
every possible convenience for quickly 
and ceidioiineidly eiirrying.on the work of 
opi ning u|i his property^ BO R8 fcOBatisfac 
torily deiiiidist rate il sworth and perma 
iieiicy. 

The liodie claim is the last which has 
been devolupud on the ledge, and is owned 
by Ml. Ferguson, of Lulu island. He 
had jiisi located tho outcropping of the 
vein and put in a shot the day Mr. Rnl 
lei it y lie left. 

'I'liere is a second lodge ruiiniiig 
l lii ungli thi^ entire length of the locations 
above noted. Whore pro.s]iccted it has 
shown uj) equally as good, and lias an av- 
orago width of three foot. It ia thought 
tho two will form nno lodge when down a 
considerable di!pth. 

Mr. Heed, an ass.-yer of long experi- 
ence, wlio Ims boon in Iho cainj) from the 
ilrst, and old quartz niineia wlio have 



scon and worked in tho boat minus in the 
United States, all stato that they have 
never met with a lodge of such length 
whicli carried paying ore at every [loiiit 
nncovored. Mr. Keeil thinks that il is 
far ahead of the famous Uoiustock lend, 
and that Camp McKiiiney during next 
year will |irovc to he one of the richest 
tinds yot discovered in America. 

Westward from the McKiunoy ledge 
are a number of locations, the chief of 
which is the "Prince of Widos," owned 
by Mr. .lames. It is what is known 
among iniii'M-H as a "tliree-liciiid ledge," 
being about si.x feet wiile. Tiie outer two 
feet on each aide are veins of rich cop- 
per ore, with a two-foot vein of ipiartz in 
the centre. The assays from tliis quart/, 
are the highest of any inado in camp, , 

To the north of McKinney Camp, about 
a mile and a half, there are some very 
lino locations. -The "Highland Chief," 
"Caledonia" and "Ivanlioo" have been 
consolidated. On the two foniiev there 
has been considerable develo])iiienl .'iikI 
the owners are full}' satisliisl with I lie 
prospects. The ore is of a precisely simi- 
lar kind to that of the McKiunoy ' ledge. 
There are a large nuiiiber of otljor . clauiis 
in this iu;ighl)6rlid.jid whloli Im 
corded, but on which no work has been 
done. 

About four miles iiortli id' (':imp .Me- 
Kiiiniiy is the " Lost " iiiiiie, first disco\ - 
ered in a snow storm .uid iiol ag.aiii foiinil 
until after two moullis' search. This 
lodge is well-dulinud for 2000 foot, an e . 
tension liavin'g been taken up . called i he 
"Henrietta." TIio vein has boon slightly 
prospected and has disclosed the .s iine 
quality of ore, the width beiii;,' I en lee; . 
It is believed lo be a coiilinu.ilioii ol liie 
McKinney lead. 

To the south-east of Camp .">lcKiinn y 
is a mine known as llie "( '.irlion/Ues. " 
This is a galena ledge rieli in siU er, in a 
linu^ formation, 

Tlie "Klliiila " is silualedin the same 
neighborhood and is the widest ledge in 
the si-rics, being t\veiil3' feet in width. It 
is a low-gr;ide ore, ;iss.'iy ing .^^Klto I he I on. 

Tho f(d-mation of the district is |ioi'iihy- 
ry and slate, I he ledges crossing the for- 
iiialion. There ia an abundance of s]irui e 
anil tuinai'.'ic timber and a |>Ienlifiil supply 
of water. In fact, the natural facihties 
for treating tho (>^o nrd unequalled, and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
camp has a very briglil future before li. 
Two samiding mills ueie mi their vv,-iy 
[from .Spokane l''alls, one for the Cariboo 
and the otiiei for the Amelia. One h.is 
probably arrived and is in position ere 
this. rrosi>ecting has ceased for tliu .se.-i- 
Bon, tlie minors being busy in erecting 
winter quarters. Tlio work of sinking on 
the McKinney ledge will bo vigorously 
contituicd by I he various companies dur- 
ing tho winter. 

There are three slmes at the caiini car- 
rying good stocks, which are sold at rc.i- 
uonable rates, the cliiel' portion of which 
comes from N'ie.ioria. .Steve Tanner, for- 
merly of \''icLoria, keeps the hotel anil 
furnishes a very substantial meal. His 
new buUding was nearly coinpleted, tlie 
furniture for which w;.5 ci; the way. 
Steve is by this lime id-op;ired to give com- 
fortable Iodising. The most urgent neces- 
sity is a new trail to the camp from the 
head of Osooyoos Lake, whicli would re- 
duce tho journey of t wciitj-eiglil iiiilis 
down to eight. The trail could lie cut for 
two or throe hundred dollars, and would 
cheapen the comi of l^i inging in supplies. 
When the O. .t S. railway is compleled 
from .Sicaiiioiis lo l )kaiiagon Lake, of 
course the supplies and travel will all 
come through by that route. 



FIRE IN WINNIPEG. 

I'lic Whole Olty llRS a Close Call-Fifty Thou- 
siiiiil Dollars 'Worth Burneu. ,^ 

WiNNipKii, Oct. 15.— About 11:30 
o'clock last night a goiiond tiro alarm was 
souiideiL A lire had broken out in the 
l.-irge frame building formerly occuiiied by 
Buckle & Sons, printers, Uiboyd, book- 
tiinder, and scvsral other lirnis. In a 
few moments the building was ono mass 
of (lames and the tiromen bout their en- 
ergies in trying to save the adjoining 
buildings, in tvliich thoy partially succeed- 
ed. .-\ liigii wind wasblowingat the time 
and the burning itchrl^ was carried 
through the air. 'Phis rendered the tin.'- 
iiien's task .a dillicult one. .Sparks alighted 
(Ml the building occupied by .Iiihii A.Toes, 
eoinmissioii iiicrcliant, fully throo hun- 
dred y.irds away, and in a few iniiuitos 
the wiiolo building was ablaze. Tho tiro- 
iiii'u worked hard and kept tho lire con- 
lined to Tecs' building. o'LoiigMinBroB., 
wholesale stationers, close by, had a nar- 
row escape. By tbreeo'cloek the tire w.-is 
complelely under control and the cilizens 
breathed freer, as at one time it looked as 
if the wliidc city was doomed to destruc- 
tion.

Their action 
to-day, however, has done more harm 
than good, and has caused n great de.al of 
syiupat hy wit li the mob in quarters or- 
dinarily, and fur the best of reasons, op- 
posed to so-called "uiiemiiloyed working- 
mon" and their claims. Tho chief caimo 
of complaint against the police is that 
they allowed the mob full license up to 
the jwiiit of rioting, and then, when tho 
crowd, acting iqioii Ihe natural assumption 
that the police were afraid of them, he 
camu noisy and violently demonstrative, 
began to push and pummel thoni into sub- 
mission. Everybody who had an op])or- 
tunity to observe tho all'air from begui- 
ninc to end is of the opinion ' tho crowd 
could havD boon dispersed by tho oxorciso 
of a little more liruinoss on the part of 
the iiolice at the outset, without the

Tho mob was chietly composed of ex-con- 
victs and other dangerous eloiiionts that 
would scarcely be tolerated in America.

W. Childs. of Philadel- 
phia, was unveiled to day in this city in 
presence of an iiiiincnsc concourse of [leo- 
ple. The whole city was nij't'h'., and the 
greatest eiilhusia.sni prevailed. The 
weather was iileasimt and the suii was 
shhiing Urightly. The early trains from 
London and surrounding country brought 
large iiiiiiibers of iieojile, among whom 
were ili aiiial i.ils , mil men of letters. Dr. 
.Mel-'.uiley, who reiiresented Mr. Childs 
on the oce.isiou, arrived shortly before 
noun. On arrival of tho doctor, 
guests who had boon specially 
invited lo Ihe ceremonies formed 
in ]d'oeessioii, and marched to the 
iown hall, where they wore received by 
t he mayor and tho civic dignitaries. The 
procession was then ro-fornied with the 
adiiition of the town ellicials, and inarched 
lo "Child's memorial," whore an iiiiinonse 
tliriuigof people had already gathered. 
The dedication speech was delivered by 
Henry Irving, who in the course of his 
remarks said, "1 iuliiiire Mr. Child's pub- 
lic siiirit and energy.

GREAT BRITAIN'S COLONIAL 
TRADE. 

Under the caption "Is Our Colonial 
Trade I^lining?" the London Mmnci.1l 
Nem 'calls ..attention to the fallinc; off 
which has occurred in the tpide of (IrcJit 
Britain with India and Australia. While 
tlio foreign trade of Hie United Kingdom 
ill 1887 aliowa an iucreaae, as does also the 
trade to all other British possesflions, the 
tigurea of Indian and Australian commeroi! 
show decreases. 'I'lie Nnrs says: "What 
were the reasons for siieli an e.Kceptionally 
Imd record for India and Australia^ The 
reason is probably to be found in our im- 
ports for the fii;^t quarter of each yeai' 
from these two dependencies. Those from 
India foil from £11,250,000 to £9,750,000, 
and from .Australasia f''oiii £8,750,000 to 
i;7,0!)'J,( L^O. 'riuis, having been able to 
sond lis less at the iK^giiining of the year 
by 11 tot.al ..f S.'t, 000,000, they weie not 
able to continue tlioir piireliases from us 
oil the old scale.

The aaaortiuuB that the United States 
upholds the idea of the throe-inile limit 
in the Athmtiu ocean mid opiioscs the 
Kami) 'U Pacilic is disponed uf by Dulanoy 
lis follows: "Coiii;t' niini,' llio doctrine of 
intoriiational law t'stablisliiiii; wliat is 
k lown as thu marine k'ai^iie belt, \Tliieli 
tsxtends the jurisdiction of a nation into 
tliu tidjacuut seas fur tlie distance of uiie 
marine loauge, or three miles, from its 
shores, and following all the indendntions 
and sinuusitios of its coast. There is at 
this day no room for discuuaiuii. It must 
bo accepted as the Hi;ttloil law of natiims. 
It is siisliuiu'd liy the liiglioat authority 
law-writers aiul jurists. It lias lieen sane 
tioiiud by tlio L'nitud States since the 
foundation of the Guvenunent. 

"Well (grounded as is this doctrine of 
the law of nal ioiis, it is no more lirinly 
cstablisbe.l as a part of the iutornatioiiiil 
code I ban that otiier principle wliieli gives 
to a nation the suiu-eiuacy and jurisdic- 
tion over it,a own inland waters, ijulf.s, 
bays and seaa. If a sea is oiitiioly eiiclo.s- 
ed by the territory of a nation and lias no 
other communication with the ocean than 
by a ch'innel of which the nation may take 
possession, it tippeurs that such a sea is no 
less cai)able of being occiipiecl and becom- 
ing the propi'i-ty of the nation than the 
land, aiul it ought to follow the fa'.e of the 
cimntry that sumijiiihIs it. 'I'lie Mediter- 
ranean ill foriiier t imes wa.s alisolutely en- 
closed in llie li'iiitiuy of tlio UoinaiiH, 
and the peofile, by rendering theinsolves 
ninstor of the strait which joins it to the 
ocean, might subject the Mediterranean 
to their ciiipin.' and assume the dominion 
over it. 'I'iiey did not liy siicli a proceed- 
ing injure the rights of the other nations 
in |)ai t icnlar, a particular sea being mani- 
fest ly designed by nature for the use of 
the euuiil ries and nations that surround 
it," 

Dehiiiey then makes numerous rofor- 
eiic's to prove that Russia al-vays n.ssert- 
ed that liehriiig ;3ca >vas an iiihiiul water 
.•iiiil that thu L'nitud States bad always 
iiiaiiitaiiiud the same position .since the 
riiiled States had ao(|uirud title. The 
brief then goes on to state how Knssia'.s 
title was based "on discovery and settlo- 
niunt" and how thu ri.ited States ae(|uir- 
eil its title. 'I'lir treaty hetweeli the I'liil- 
ed Slates and Uiis.sia, a.s geriuain tu the 
Huestion involved in the case, is iiuoled in 
fuU. 

In conclusion, Delany 8a3'8: "The fore- 
going record may convey .but a meager 
ide.i of the iiidomi'.able energy and porsu- 
veiauce displayed by the Ru.ssian people 
in acquiring empire in North America. 
IJeginning with the discovery of liehriiig 
in 1723 and u.'itending for more than a 
century and a quarter. Wherein they 
bmved the perils of land and sea, over- 
cainu the savage native population, faced 
icu and snow, storm and shipwreck, to 
found and maintain an umpire on these 
rugged shores, enough has been said to 
disclose the basis of Ku.ssia's right to the 
jurisdiction of liehriug Sea under the law 
of nations, viz: Original posses.sion of the 
Asiatic coast followed by discovery, and 
the possession <>1 thu Aleutian chain,, and 
the shores of Alaska iioi-th, not only to 
Behring straits, but to Point Barrow and 
the frozen ocean, t hiis inclosing within its 
territory a.s within the embrace of a 
mighty giant the islands and waters of 
Behring Sea, and with this the assertion 
luid exerc'se of dominion over the land 
and sea. 

"Such is our undorstfinding of the laws. 
Such is the rec'jrd upon thein. The I'nit- 
ed Stall's are prepared to abide by 'the 
juilgiiuiits ..1 tliucoiirts and the opinion 
of the eivili/,ed world."
